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Iraq's children: 

The main victims of UN sanctions

SANCTIONS AGAINST Iraq, 
authorized by the United Nations 
under Security Council Resolu¬ 
tion 661, have led not only to the 
international isolation of Iraq, 
but also to many obstacles in the 
lives of both children and adults, 
Officials say that should the 
sanctions be lifted now, the Iraqi 
people, especially children, will 
continue to suffer for a long dme 
if not all their lives. 

"Superficially, if you look 
around the town you would 
think that things are getting back 
to normal. But if you look a bit 
deeper, you can see the tragedy 
that the embargo and this 'neuro¬ 
surgical' war, as It has been 
called, has forced upon the peo¬ 
ple," said Dr Kamal Fakhoury, a 
member of the delegation of the 
Savo The Children Committee in 
Iraq, 

Dr Kamal and his German 
wife Margrit were part of the 


delegation that visited hospitals 
in Iraq last March and again be¬ 
tween July 7 and July 30, taking 
30 war-wounded children to 
Germany for treatment. Dr Mar- 
grit Fakhoury had worked for 11 


grit Fakhoury had worked for 11 
years in an Iraqi infants hospital 
before settling in Germany, 
where she now works as a pedia¬ 
trician in the Elisabeth Hospital 
in Essen. 

The Committee, which was or¬ 
ganized by a number of German 
physicians immediately after the 
war, aims to help civilian vic¬ 
tims of the war in Iraq and to 
prove that humanity should play 
a role in saving the lives of both 
children and adults. 

“The doctors in the infants' 
hospitals and infants' wards were 
saying that they lost so many 
children because their weak bod¬ 
ies could not fight a simple flu 
or diarrhoea. This also happened 
to adults due to the bad water 
and health situation, although di¬ 
arrhoea had never been a health 
problem before in Iraq," said Dr. 


Kamal. 

Since many victims of the war 
cannot be treated in Iraq due to a 
lack of medical aid services, the 
committee was able, through the 
personal expenses of Dr Kamal 
and Dr Margrit in addition to a 
few other funds, to bring about 
30 war-wounded children to 
Germany for treatment in Ger¬ 
man hospitals for free. Now four 
of these children have completed 
their treatment and are going to 
Iraq to their families. Those still 
in Germany are being taken care 
of by German families and hos¬ 
pitals. 

"We had a hard time getting 
visas for the children to enter 
Germany, but we managed after 
a while." said Dr Kamal in de¬ 
scribing some of the difficulties 
that he and his wife faced. "The 
United Nations has helped us to 
send food and medical aid 
through their aircrafts for as long 
as the embargo continues. There 
has been an increase in fetal 
deaths and an increase in infec-

AMMAN (Star) - A standing 
ovation and chants for Prime 
Minister Sharif Zeid Ben Shaker 
marked the confirmation of the 
new government by the Lower 
House of Parliament as it passed 
its first mqjor hurdle. 

Affirming his government's 
commitment to the democratiza¬ 
tion process and pledging to con¬ 
tinue on the road to peace, Sharif 
Zeid Monday won the approval 
of 46 members of the House. 
Twenty-seven voted against and 
three abstained. 

"I am once again responding to 
the orders of His Majesty King 
Hussein to contribute to broad¬ 
ening the democratization pro¬ 
cess and help it develop,” Sharif 
Zeid said in his reply speech to 
deputies' comments after the 
confidence vote. In 1989, he 
served as prime minister and su¬ 
pervised die first general elec¬ 
tions in the Kingdom in 22 


years. 

Sharif Zeid, in a speech shortly 
before the vote of confidence 
was taken, oudined his govern¬ 
ment's stands on various issues 
and pledged to address the coun¬ 
try’s economic problems. Among 
the main issues his government 
would seek to address is the high 
unemployment rate in the King¬ 
dom. 

In an issue related to the un¬ 
employment problem, Sharif 
Zeid said he would work to nor¬ 
malize the strained relations be¬ 
tween Jordan and Gulf states, 
but added that similar efforts 
would have to be made by the 
Gulf states. Jordan will not de¬ 
grade itself in its efforts to re¬ 
store relations with the Gulf 
countries to what they were be¬ 
fore the Gulf war, he said. 

"We have extended our hands 
to our brothers without weakness 
since we are strong in our princi¬ 


ples, our leadership, our regime 
and our free people, who are 
confident of themselveshe 
said. "But maybe some had mis¬ 
understood or rushed into judg¬ 
ing us. 

^Jordan will continue to hold 
its head high and will not bow 10 
a materialistic war or economic 
pressures, regardless of the bur¬ 
dens that have been imposed on 
us," he continued. "Despite all 
these, we welcome all the Arabs 
wherever they are." 

On the peace front, Sharif Zeid 
pledged that his government 
would continue to seek peace 
with Israel. Such a peace, he 
said, should address and restore 
the legitimate rights of the Pales¬ 
tinian people and achieve a with¬ 
drawal from occupied Arab 
lands by the Jewish state. 

The confirmation vote fol¬ 
lowed two days of contentious 
debate by the Lower House on 
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the government's policy state¬ 
ment. Deputies decried the state 
of the economy, government bu¬ 
reaucracy and mismanagement, 
lack of development in outlying 
regions, the slow pace of the de¬ 
mocratization process, lack of 
educational opportunities and a 
host of other issues. 

Sharif Zeid, in his reply speech 
after the vote, addressed most of 
these problems and pledged him¬ 
self and his government to help 
solve them. This process "will be 
slow but will be successful," he 
said. 

At the same time, the prime 
minister called on the Lower 
House to work with his govern¬ 
ment in enacting legislation to 
help the country s development, 
specifically the democratization 
of the country. "We are deter¬ 
mined to cooperate fully with 
your kind council to complete 
the needed legislation for the 
democratic march and to elimi¬ 
nate all remnants of martial 
law," he said. Included in this ef¬ 
fort is the approval of a law on 
the press and publications and 
the legalization of political par¬ 
ties. ■

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Seminar looks into absorbing Gulf returnees

>VER TWO million Arab work¬ 
ers and their families have re¬ 
turned home from jobs in Ku¬ 
wait, the Gulf states and Saudi 
Arabia in a little over one year. 
In Jordan, Egypt, Yemen, Leba¬ 
non and Syria, the main receiv¬ 
ing countries, the fust reaction to 
their return was worry over the 
provision of basic housing, 
health and other services. Now, 
as it becomes clear that very few 
of the returning workers will 
ever go back to their jobs out¬ 
side, attention is turning to the 
practicalities of finding jobs for 
diem within their home coun¬ 
tries. 

The Economic and Social 
Commission for Western Asia 
(ESCWA) hosted an Expert 
Group Meeting in Amman this 
week at which the prospects for 
re-absorbing the returnees into 


their home economies, and in 
particular into the industrial sec¬ 
tor, were discussed. 

The expert group came with 
differing views on what needs to 
be don and it was clear that there 
is no simple or easy solution to 
the problem of absorbing the 
large numbers of workers in a 
short time. 

The first obvious problem is 
that jobs must have been in short 
supply in their home countries in 
the first place or they would not 
have chosen to work outside. 

■ Consultant Nadr Atasi pointed 
out that in the Arab labor¬ 
sending countries, at least four 
developments compete with the 
returning workers tor the limited 
employment opportunities: 

1. High rates of population and 
labor force growth • population 
growth rates in the Arab world 
are amongst the highest in the 
world. 

2. Increased female labor sup¬ 


ply - record numbers of Arab 
women are continuing their edu¬ 
cation and now expect to work. 

3. Increased flows from the ed¬ 
ucational system - Atasi points 
out that while the first large flow 
from the boom in secondly edu¬ 
cation reached the labor market 
at the beginning of the 1980s, 
the larger flow from higher edu¬ 
cation institutions have only be¬ 
come obvious since the mid- 
1980s and the problem is likely 
to grow. Officials in Jordan, are 
well aware of the oversupply of 
doctors and engineers. The gov¬ 
ernment has identified female 
community college graduates as 
the single largest category 
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4. Declining job creation in the 
public sector - the returning 
workers have also come home at 
a time when financial constraints 
on government mean that the tra¬ 
ditional option of large scale 
public sector job creation is not

available. The government of 
Jordan, for example, has done 
well to set a target of 6000 new 
jobs in 1992 at a time when it is 
involved in an IMF agreed re¬ 
structuring programme. Such 
programmes usually call for a re¬ 
duction in the government pay¬ 
roll, not an expansion. 

Atasi noted that alongside tho 
problem of high unemployment 
and underemployment in all the 
labor exporting countries, there 


as much as 30 years living out¬ 
side their own countries, they 
may also need help in fining 
their way around the business 
sector.

In general, Russian business- 
people welcomed the agreement. 
Tl will give a boost to our econ¬ 
omy and to economic relations 
between our republics," Stanis¬ 
lav Smirnov, president of the 
Russian Chamber of Trade and 
Commerce, said.

Or, pour affirmer four rang, certains s'cnifitcnt ft vou- 
loir occuper un quart de page pour annoncer la mort d'un des 
fours. La concurrence pour obtenir un ccntimdtrc carrd de jour¬ 
nal se fait de plus en plus achamde. Cest un phdnomftnc mala- 
difet regrettable.

Ce n'est pas tout. Ces joumdes ne se limitent pas aux poncifs 
laebds autour d'un cafd, en fumant une dgaretle. Lc repas des 
morts suit. C'est d'abord l'association coopdrative-nouveau 
nom du reprdsentant du clan-qui doit inviter ft ddjeuner. Le 
deuxldme jour, le cousin le plus proche offre le "Mensaf', fo 
plat traditionnel jordanien.

Re¬ 
ligious customs from all coun¬ 
tries have been added through 
the centuries, making Christmas 
today the greatest religious festi¬ 
val in the world. 

And for the children, what 
could be more exciting during 
tliis special time than a visit 
from Santa Claus? 

The beloved image of Santa 


Claus as that fat, jolly, bearded 
old man who gives presents to 
all the good children derives 
from the person of Sankt Nico¬ 
las, an austere looking fourth 
century Christian bishop from 
Myra (in present day Turkey). 
Although many traditions have 
grown up about this man, little is 
known about him, apart from the 
fact that he was noted for his 
good works. He was a very pop¬ 
ular saint among the Eastern 
Christians, and in the West he 
became known as the patron 
saint of children, through some 
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fanciful elaborations of his kind¬ 
ness. Swedish children know of 
him as a married man who could 
never have a family of his own, 
and therefore promised to make 
all the good children in the world 
happy. 

Folkloric tradition about Santa 
Claus varies throughout the 
world. Most children arc taught 
lo believe that Santa Claus lives 
far away in the north, in Lapp- 
land. He has a toy-making facto¬ 
ry where he works with a gang of 
elves. When Christmas day 
draws near, he gathers his rein¬ 
deers to take him on his sleigh 
around the world, passing 
presents to all the good children. 
In Britain, children believe that 
he slides down the chimney pot 
and leaves the gifts under the 
Christmas tree os inside special 
Christmas stockings, which are 
often hung at the end of the 
child's bed. 

Many customs evolve around 
him. Children leave gifts of food 
and drink for him and his elves. 
Millions of tittle ones throughout 
the globe write letters to him, 
hoping for a special gift or treat. 
As time passes by, they patiently 
await his coming with high ex¬ 
pectations, hoping' that their 
wishes wilt be granted. Santa 
Claus has become such a popular 
figure that without him no Christ¬ 
mas would be complete. . 

When asking Christian children 
to comment on their ideas about 
Christmas, they discussed the 
topic with enthusiasm. Surpris¬ 
ingly, . their impressions were 
more realistic than simple fairy 
tales and folklore, A chorus of 
young voices expressed that -all - 
they really wished for at this time 
of year was for peace on earth 
that everybody would; be 
able to live a happy life and that

Rome by AD 336. In the Eastern 
part of the Roman Empire, how¬ 
ever, a festival on January 6 
commemorated the manifesta¬ 
tion of God in both the birth and 
and the baptism of Jesus, except 
in Jerusalem, where only the 
birth was celebrated. During the 
4th century the celebration of 
Christ's birth on December 25 
was gradually adopted by most 
Eastern churches. In Jerusalem, 
opposition to Christmas lasted 
longer, but it was subsequently 
accepted. In the Armenian 
church, Christmas was never ac¬ 
cepted; Christ's birth is celebrat¬ 
ed on January 6. 

The traditional customs con¬ 
nected with Christmas have de¬ 
veloped from several sources as 
a result of the coincidence of the 
celebration of the birth of Christ 
with the pagan agricultural and 
solar observances at midwinter. 
In the Roman world the Satur¬ 
nalia (December 17) was a time 
of merrymaking and exchange of 
gifts, December 25 was also re¬ 
garded as the birth date of the 
Iranian mystery god Mlthra, the 
Sun Of Righteousness. On the 
Roman New Year (January 1), 


houses were decorated with 
greenery and lights, and gifts 
were given to children and the 
poor. To these observances were 
added the German and Celtic 
Yule riles when the Teuloiuc 
tribes penetrated into Gaul, Brit¬ 
ain ana central Europe.

The demo¬ 
cratic opposition and tho groups that re¬ 
mained in the country to resist the Iraqi 
occupation are demanding political partici¬ 
pation, freedom of expression and assem¬ 
bly, and elemental rights for women. But 
the At Sabahs refuse to budge. The poli¬ 
tics of Kuwait ore largely stalemated, 
which only hampers efforts to rebuilt the 
economy. 

Saudi Arabia faces comparable difficul¬ 
ties. with the royal family having once 
again stifled all dissent by refusing to open 
the political system to more widespread 
participation. King Fnhd has promised the 
convening of a consultative assembly, but 
even if this comes about, the absolutism of 
the regime will remain unchanged. 

Iraq confronts staggering political bur¬ 
dens. For the foreseeable future, Saddam 
must be considered the world's principal 
assassination target. But he will not be 
easily reached. Reports from Baghdad il¬ 
lustrate the extent of Saddam’s precau¬ 
tions. He travels in a motorcade of over 
150 vehicles. Six identical Mercedes Benz 
limousines, all with curtain drawn, travel 
in the bean of the procession. Saddam is 
in one of them. The rest are filled with 
troops and weapons. 

Beyond the future of the ruler, the very 
future of the state is in question. The 
Kurds control northern Iraq and await the 
slightest signs of weakness to press for au¬ 
tonomy or even independence. The 
Shi'itet in the South will never forgive 
Saddam the brutality of his rule and the 
destruction of the sacred shrines of Nqjaf 
and Kerbala during the Shi’ite uprising. 

Iran faces its own political dilemmas. 
President Rafsanjani is constantly chal¬ 
lenged by clerics professing tte line & of 
theJmam.’' These followers of the late Ay¬ 
atollah Khomeini have a political base in 
the parliament and other revolutionary in¬ 
stitutions. Iranian politics veers From radi¬ 
calism to moderation.

thus depriving Iran of needed capital and 
technical assistance. 

All the states of the region are confront¬ 
ed with a vastly changed security situa¬ 
tion. The powerful Iraqi armed forces 
have been neutralized as an instrument of 
external aggression. Iran.has become the 
regional superpower and demands that it 
be included in Gulf-wide security arrange¬ 
ments fashioned by its Arab neighbors. 
The Gulf Cooperation Council has proven 
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to be an ineffective, collective security ar¬ 
rangement 

Yet the Saudis in particular are uncom¬ 
fortable with the presence of foreign 
troops. They fear the social disruption of 
Muslim troops and the charges that they 
have allowed a Western, Christian, impe¬ 
rialist base to be established on sacred 
Muslim soil. And the Saudis are wary of 
the intentions of Islamic Iran, fra good 
historic reasons. In the decade following 
the ouster of the Shah, Iranian authorities 
refused to even to refer to the kingdom as 
"Saudi Arabia," so opposed were they to 
the ruling family. 

It is likely that the Saudis will attempt 
to postpone a decision on the establish¬ 
ment of a more meaningful US presence 
for as long as Saddam appears weak and 
checked by outside military forces. In any 
event, the US will clearly dominate Gulf 
security. It remains to be seen whether it 
will do so through an over-the-horizon 
presence, as the Saudis prefer, or through 
a command center in Bahrain and the 
prepositioning of massive military sup¬ 
plies in Saudi Arabia, as the US prefers. 
The American military presence will natu¬ 
rally earn the enmity of Tehran and in¬ 
crease friction between the Iranians and 
their Arab neighbors. 

Although the mqjor goals of the anti- 
Iraq coalition have been accomplished, 
the political stability and economic dyna¬ 
mism of the Gulf have not been assured. 
The forces unleashed since the Iraqi inva¬ 
sion of Kuwait guarantee that the center 
of the world's oil exports will remain the 
focus of the world's political attention. ■

Another is the whole problem of the 
First versus the Third world.

But on the whole, "From the 
House of War" succeeds in what it sets 
out to do, namely provide the general 
reader with an account of the Gulf Crisis 
and War.
